NOTES OF THE WEEK. ae

Despite their number, complaints as to the unfairness of the scheme of 
voting adopted at the recent election of a Minister of the Central Synagogue 
mugt be received with caution. It is natural that the friends of the unsuccessful 
candidate should express disapproval of the plan, and fancy that the result of the 


election would have been different if the old system of voting had been adhered 


to. As we indicated last week in giving the result of the poll at the Central 
Synagogue, the voting-scheme was a source of some embarrassment to many 
voters. They had quite made up their minds who was “ number one,”’ but they 
were not clear as to who ought to be “number two” or “number three.” It 
was~all the harder for them to fill up their voting papers because they had to 
balance the relative merits of as many as seven candidates. To be sure, they had 
received their voting papers some days before the election, and had been given 
plenty of time in which to consider how to determine the nice question presented 
for their decision, The fact remains, however, that the majority had not deter- 


-inined it when the time for voting arrived, and that the innovation involved 


many voters in not a little difficulty. 


Whether the difficulty will vanish when the Scheme becomes more fatniliar, 
it is impossible to say. At present it is certainly an objection to the plan that it 
necessitates a complicated mental operation which was not necessary under the 
old system. It is further a matter for grave question whether the new plan can 
always be counted upon to achieve the special object for which it was designed. 
It is clear that with adroit management it can be used by a clique of voters to 
secure their own ends, to the detriment of the general interests. We do not 
imply that this has happened in connection with the Central Synagogue Election. 
We are looking, however, to the future. We can imagine an unscrupulous 
minority taking advantage of the weak points of the Scheme to set at naught the 
wishes of the majority. It is true that this might happen under the old plan ; 
but an innovation to justify itself must be free from the defects of the procedure 
it would supplant. The new.Scheme affords even more than the usual opportu- 
nitics for those clectioneering devices which are always to be deprecated, but 
which are peculiarly out of place in a contest for clerical appointments, 


Why should there be a contestat all? There is something inconeruons in a 
number of gentlemen cf education, who cith¢r hold, or aspire to, the sacred office 
of a minister of religion, struggling with each other for the votes of a congre- 
gation. Isit not a sad spectacle to see these inen forced to canvass for th support 
of the electors, as though they were candidates fora collectorship. Is it scemly that 
men who have to preach all the gentle virtues should be placed in a position which 
must breed in their hearts for the time feelings of jealousy and ill-will towards 
each other? Itis less a new voting-scheine that is required than a system that will 
do away with voting altogether.. The present mode of election might be replaced 
by one of two expedients. In the first place a Committee of choice might be 
cleeted by the congregation, consisting of the most trusted and intelligent mem- 
bers, whose duty it should be to select the best man among the candidates. The 
Committee would make it a point of honour to divest themselves of all personal 


predilections, and to. turn a deaf ear to the ad captandum appeals of any candi- | 
date, charm he never so wisely. Indeed canvassing, either personal or by letter, 


should be strictly forbidden. The Cominittee of selection should be influenced 
simply by a desire to obtain for the congregation the services of the most capable 
candidate. They would thus take care to be present in the synagogue on every 
occasion ou which a candidate officiated, and they would make all the enquiries 
necessary for becoming fully acquainted with his antecedents and the mode in 
which he has previously performed his oficial duties. Another scheme would be 
that adopted by Jewish congregations in Avnerica and by many Nonconformist 
bodies at home. Whenever a vacancy occurs in a ministerial office let a “ call” 
be sent to the man whom the congregation would like best. The plan has 
answered well over and over again, and is worthy of being tried much more fre- 
quently. If it should happen that the “call” is unsuccessful, or that the con- 
eregation has no one in view whom it would care to invite, resort could be had 


~ to a Committee of Choice. But it is high time that the old-fashioned election, 


with all its attendant paraphernalia of canvassing and polling, was consigned to 


the limbo of the past. 


The circular issued by the Servian Minister of Justice with regard to the 
rights which the Berlin Treaty conferred upon the Jews, is one which the Rou- 
circu- 
lar is intended as a rebuke to the Land Courts that refuse to sanction tie acquisi 
tion of immoveable property by Jews, basing their refusal on old laws, which, as 
the Minister justly points out, have been superseded and rendered inoperative by 
the engagement entered into under the Berlin Treaty, granting equality of rights 
to all Servian subjects. It is noteworthy that even in this Ministerial circular 
the Jews are classed as foreigners, as in Roumania ; but since they are at the 
same time spoken of as “our Jewish subjects,” and as “citizens of the State,”’ 
the distinction is not of such weighty import as in the neighbouring country. It 
must be admitted that Servia has loyally adhered to the conditions of the Berlin 
Treaty by which she obtained her independence. Meanwhile, the situation of 


the Jews in Roumania is daily becoming more and more desperate. The Hawk- 


ing Law is working its pernicious effect, but it will be difficult for the foreign 
Powers to remonstrate with the Roumanian Government on this point ; for the 
astute Ministers by whom it was framed have in no way alluded to the J ews in 
the measure, either as such, or even as “ aliens.” The restriction was in this 
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case unnecessary, for the entire hawking trade is almost exclusively inthe hands 
of the Jews. 


There is every probability that the decree recently issued by the Porte, for- 
bidding the settlement even of individual Jews in the Holy Land, will before 
long undergo modification. According to one report this modification has already 
been effected, as the result of an-appeal which the Grand Rabbi of Constantinople 
addressed to the Porte. In compliance with this appeal the Minister of the 
Interior is said to have issued a circular to the Governors-General directing that, 


+ as formerly, no obstacles were to be placed in the way of Jewish subjects of the. 


Sultan who wished to emigrate to Palestine, and that the prohibition should be 
confined to Russian and Roumanian Jews. This action on the part of the Porte; 
if the news reaching us be authentic, is tantamount to a return to the status quo, 
the Turkish Government having more than a year ago decreed that Jewish emi. 
grants from Russia and Roumania were not to be permnitted to disembark at any 
ports in Syria. Our Jerusalem correspondent, in his letter of the 12th ult., did 
not foreshadow any such extensive alteration in the decree of prohibition as that 
noticed above. He mentioned, however, that the Governor of Palestine promised 
to use his influence at Constantinople that aged Jews desiring to end their days 
in the Holy City should be permitted to settle there. 


The anti-Jewish émeude at Algiers, the details of which we reported last 
week, appears to have had its origin in a quarrel between military conscripts. A 
number of last year’s conscripts had assembled at the Mairie for the purpose of 
appointing a Committee, to which was to be entrusted the task of organising a 
ball. During the proceedings some of the soldiers demanded the exclusion of 
the Jewish community from the entertainment. This application, which was 
vigorously combated by one party, and as vigorously supported by another party, 


gave rise to such high words that the meeting broke up in confusion, and a vehe-_ 


ment quarrel ensued, which was continued in the streets, and eventually, as we 
have already seen, ended in an. attack upon the Jews. Trivial as the incident 
originally may have been, it strikingly illustrates the animus which the agitation 
of some anti-Semitic journals has sueceeded in arousing against the Jews in 


Algeria.

On the question of cost, we have the assurance of Mr. N.S, Joseph, whose cor- 
rectness is seldom at fault, that £4,500 will cover all expenditure, with a liberal 
margin for contingencies. As a resident in the neighbourhood, my experience is 
directly at variance with Mr. Montagu, as I finda constant increase of the Jewish 
element in Maida Hill and its vicinity.

THE NEW. SYSTEM OF VOTING. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE *“ JEWISH CHRONICLE,” 

Sir,—It may appear somewhat invidious to call into question the correctness 
an! fairness of the new system of multiplied voting at a time so immediately fol- 
lowing last Thursday's election, as if it were intended to reflect on the result. of 
that election, Such an intention, however, I must at once disclaim, as I have no 
particular knowledge of any of the candidates, and can have no preferential 
interest in the fate of either of them. 

On examining closely the new mode of voting, I find, that while it fails in its 
object to obviate the unfairness and injustice which were said to be possible under 
the old system of single voting, it, on the other hand, introduces certain features 
and anomalies which are open to grave objections. 


The principal reason for the abolition of the old system was, that a candidate 


may sometimes be favoured by a certain “clique ’’ of voters, who, from motives of 
their own, would exert themselves, and use undue influence to“ rush ” him in to 
the prejudice and detriment of another candidate, who may be a more able man but 
who is not so favoured. , 


Whenever such a “clique ” exists, the new mode of multiplied voting must, in 


my opinion, greatly facilitate their manipulations ; for, as a rule, it may be taken 
that where there are a number of candidates in the field, the chances of success are

the least, and thus he will innocently but unjustly encumber them 
bers. And there are other voters again, who having once carefy] 
solid and direct vote for the candidate of their choice, will indisc 
the restof thevoting paper without regard to the various deg 
they have probably not troubled to determine in their mind, 


Thus it will be seen that while the new system is not 


of direct injustice, it opens the door to additional mischief bein 
inadvertent and indiscriminate voting on the part of entirely j 


members. 


If there is no more in the new system than “ meets the naked eye,

| JAS Y, JULY 1. 

T have lived this day to witness a scene, the impression of which I shall, 
perhaps, never forget. It was the departure to America of forty Jewish fami- 
lies, who have been reduced to utter destitution in consequence of the new law 
on hawking. Already early in the morning, Jewish people, prompted by a feeling 
of solidarity, began streaming in huge swarms from all quarters of the town 
owards the railway station in order to assist, encourage, and take leave of those 
who have become the victims of a vindictive policy, and whom they may shortly 
join ina better home. At eleven o’clock in the forenoon, an hour before the 
starting of the train, the crowd that had assembled reached the number of 10,000 
people, which ultimately swelled to 15,000.) The emigrating families, number- 
ing a hundred and cighty persons, arrived at the station at ten o'clock. The 
Relief Cominittee came early in the morning to settle the necessary prelimi- 
nariesand to make arrangements for the final departure of our unfortunate 


coreligionists. ‘Their luggage having been registered and labelled, the emigrants - 


mounted the carriages at a quarter to twelve to ocenpy their seats. 

A dark cloud that in the morning overhung the skies, and which might, in 
some degree, have been acheck tothe success of our endeavours, gradually disap- 
peared. The day became brighter and brighter. The view that now presented 
itself to me was one of joy mingled with sorrow. Punctually at twelve o'clock, 
the special train containing the emigrants began moving amid the loud cheers of 
the multitude. I shall never forget this moment, which marks an epoch in the 
history of the Roumanian Jews. One must have been present to fully realise 
the parting scene that then ensued. A father bemoaned the fate of his son, 
whom he may, perhaps, never see again ; a decrepid old woman, unable to share 
the fatigues of a long journey in common with her daughter and son-in-law, was 
left behind wailing and weeping. There were not also wanting incidents of a 


very painful character. A young boy emigrating had his two fingers cut off 


through the carriage having been carelessly shut by the conductor ; another was 
run over by a cab, and is now ina helpless condition. The Roumanians, as could 
be anticipated, made themselves conspicuous by their absence. Previously to 
their departure, the emigrating families were regaled with a substantial eal ; 
besides, each male person received a parcel of tobacco, with some refreshments, 
and 80 franes in additien. Thus we have made, I trust,’a move in the right 
direction to free ourselves from a position which has, alas, become alinost intoler- 
able, Another contingent of emigrants will soon follow to America. Other 
towns in Roumania are imitating the example which it was our pride to have set 
before them. The Jews of Jassy may claim for themselves the privilege of being 
always foremost in any movement concerning the welfare of our coreligionists.

THE RUSSIAN JEWISH REFUGEES IN CANADA. 
In our issue of the 30th of May we announced that through the kindly exer- 


tions of Sir Alexander Galt, arrangements had been made for the settlement of - 


thirty f amilies of Russian refugees on land near the town of Moosomin on the 
Canadian Pacific L’ne, and about 200 miles from Winnipeg. From a report fur- 
nished to Sir Alexander Galt by Mr. W. A. Thompson, under whose direction 
(with the valuable assistance of Mr. Wertheim) the arrangements were carried 
out, we gather that on the 15th of May the party left Winnipeg with five cart- 
loads of farming stock and effects, reaching Moosomin the following morning, 
where a short stay was made to enable the catile to recover from the effects of 
the journey. While at Moosomin the oxen and cows were distributed among 
the parties by ballot. The result gave satisfaction. Owing to the majority of 
the party being totally unaccustomed to driving oxen, some difficulty was expe- 
rienced in making a start with the heavily laden waggons ; but after the first 
half-day on the road things. began to move more smoothly, and as there was a 
fairly good “trail” they arrived at thecentre of the proposed settlement without 
any accidents. Before locating any of the party on their homesteads, Mr. 
Thompson made a general inspection of those townships reserved for the Jewish 
colony. The land is well fitted for settlement andiexcellently adapted for general 
farming. [n one township 21 heads of families are settled, and in the other eight 
families. The distance “by trail ’ from the centre of the settlement to Moosomin 
is about 32 miles, and to Wapelta about 25 miles. 

. Mr. Thompson reports that work at the settlements is progressing favour. 
ably, each man having planted from half to one acre of potatoes, and is con- 
tinuing to plough for next year’s crop. The colonists are also drawing logs for 
building, some of them having sufhicient drawn already to build a fair-sized house. 
None of the men are what might be called hardworkers, though many of them 
possess habits which go to make a successful farmer ; notably, that of early 
rising. The majonty of the men never having had any experience in farming, 
their ideas ot the commencement were very crude indeed, but they are all willing 
tolearn. They appear to have one great fault, that of meeting together in 
parties to gossip—which it is hoped will be remedied when their families go to 
live with them. 


THE SERVIAN GOVERNMENT AND THE JEWS. 


M. Marinkovies, Servian Minister of Justice, has issued an important cireu- 
lar, dated June Sth, to all the Royal Courts of First Instance, with the object of 
definitely regulating the legal status of the Jews in Servia. After references to 
the proceedings of the Berlin Congress, and to previous decrees bearing upon 
this subject, his Excellency continues :. 

Nevertheless, it appears that an important matter, namely, the right of the 
Jews to acquire immoveable property, has not been sufficiently kept in view. 
The Minister has arrived at the conclusion that the Tribunals continue to act 
rather on the basis of the prescriptions of 30th October, 1856, and 4th November, 
1861, which affect the Jews and Jewish immigrants, than upon later international 
treaties. The consequence is that the Tribunals refuse to legalise conveyances 
of land when the deeds are drawn up in the names of Jews. The ground taken 
up by the Tribunals in this respect Is regarded by the Minister as a false one. 
According to Article 35 of the Berlin Treaty, the difference of religious creeds 
in Servia shall not deprive any person of the enjoyment of political and civil 
rights, of admission to public and other honourable employments, or of the exer- 
cise of the various professions, industry and commerce in any locality whatso- 
ever. This international act, which is so closely connected with the proclamation 
and the recognition of the Kingdom, has thus definitely abolished all religious 
distinctions with regard to the enjoyment of civil rights. Furthermore, the right 
of foreigners to acquire landed property rests on the treaties which have been 
concluded with nearly all the European States, as also with the United States of 
America, and which, having been approved by our legislative bodies, have now 
obtained the force of laws. They are obligatory on all Tribunals as on all the 
functionaries in the land. If these laws come into collision with the old laws 
bearing on the same subject, it is self-evident that the latter must be regarded as 
annulled, and the new ones as being now in force. The Land Courts have there- 
fore only to take into consideration the newer legislation. In the sense of this 
international act, we must concede to all foreign subjects, consequently also to 
the Jews, the right to acquire immoveable property in Servia. There exists, 
therefore, no ground for withholding this right from our Jewish subjects, the 
less so since, according to the Berlin Treaty, religious belief does not affect the 
ejuality of rights of citizens of the State.

UNITED SYNAGOGUE. 

A mecting of the Council of the United Synagogue was held on Tuesday 
last at the New Synagogue Chambers, Great St. Helen's. There were present : 
Sir Barrow H. win, K.C.S.1., one of the Vice-Presidents, in the Chair Messrs. 
Hyman A. Abrahams, A. Arnholz, E. Berg, D. Davis, Noah Davis, W. Flatau, 8. 
Jacobs, A. P. Levy, Morris Levy, Asher I. Myers, Henry Peartree, N. Sablowitz, 
E. Salomons, L. J. Salomons, Saul Salomon, Saul Woolf. 

Mr. Davip Davis, one of the Treasurers, brought up a Report of the Finan- 
cial Committee, “ on the method of defining the adjusted income ard expenditure 
of the Constituent Synagogues.” The Finance Committee reported to the Council 
in March, 1882, their opinion “ that if there were annually printed at the foot of 
the balance-sheet of each constituent synagogues a statement showing the pro- 
portion of general income, from dividends, rents, &c., which ought to be credited 
to that synagogue on the basis of its local income, and per contra, a statement of 
the proportion of general expenditure for communal purposes, to which the same 
synagogue would be liable, on the basis of its local expenditure, if it stood alone, 
the framers of the budgets of the synagogues would be in a better position than 
at present to estimate its actual financial condition, and they recommend to the 
Council that such statement be annually printed in red ink at the foot of the 
balance-sheet of cach constituent synagogue.” The report was adopted by the 
Council at its meeting on March 7th, 1882. The Finance Committee reported 
“that in their opinion the system laid down in the above is sound and correct, 
~ and they have resolved to recommend the Council to adhere thereto, with the ex- 
ception that in caleulating the figures on which the adjusted expenditure of the 
synagogues is based, the items of repayment of debentures and recoupment of 
stock, be included.” 

The report was adopted unanimously. 


Mr. Davip Davis, in the absence of Mr. H. E. Beddington, Chairman of the 


Building Committee, submitted a report of that Committee recommending that a 
sum not exceeding £210 be expended on repairs at 10 and 12, St. Petersburgh 
Place, adjoining the New West End Synagogue. The vote was agreed to. 

With reference to a recommendation of the Building Committee, “that the 
sum of £30.be granted from the Building Fund towards cleaning and repairing 
the Hambro’ Synagogue, provided the members of that synagogue themselves 
subscribe whatever more is necessary, and provided that no money for repairs be 
expended under Clause 47 of the Act,” 

— ‘The representatives of the Hambro’ Synagogue present at the meeting, pro- 
tested against ths recommendation, which after a desultory discussion was 
unanimously rejected by the Council. 

The Secrerary reported to the Council the clection for three years of the 
Rev. David Puy as Minister of the Central Synagogue. . 

A letter from the Oxford Hebrew Congregation was read, and referred to the 
Mxecutive Committee for consideration and reyort. In the letter the General 
Committee of the congregation requested information as to what steps were neces- 
sary to enable the synagogue to become a constituent of the United Synagogue, 
and should this be impracticable, for wnat payment the United Synagogue would 
be willing to give.the right of burial to the members of the congregation. 

The meeting terminated with a yote of thanks tothe Chair. 


WESTMINSTER JEWS’ FREE SCHOOL. 


—— 


The annual distribution of prizes to the pupils of the Westminster Jews’ Free 
School was beld on Wednesday last at the School in Hanover Place, Oxford Street. 
Mr. Louis DAvipson, President, oceupicd the Chair, and among those preeent 
were several of the honorary oflicers of the school and a number of ladies. 

The CHAIRMAN, in introducing Mrs, LionelLucas, who distributed the prizes 
referred to the vreat interest she took inthe education of the young, and venerally 
in all matters appertaining to the welfare of the poorer classes in the community. 

At the distributon of prizes Mr, Louis DAVIDSON said that if the number of 
pupils was taken asa criterion, the school was never in so flourishing a condition 
as at present. The numbers on the books were 252 boys and 213 girls, an increase 
of nearly 100 onthe previous year, This result was due to the excellent and airy 
building in which the institution was now located, and fully justified its removal 
from Greek Street. The report of the Government Inepector, which had been pub- 


lished in the Jewish Chornicle, was eminently gratifying, showing that the pupils 


in the school had risen to the occasion, and that both in that institution as in 
Jewish schools generally, Jewish children, however humble their position might 
be, could hold their own with children of other denominations. hilst, however, 
commending the excellence of the secn‘ar training, he could not leave unmen- 
tione1 the fact that the religious education given to the children was of an cqually 
satisfactory character, and that as much time as was permitted by the Code was 
given tothis important subject. The institution had many kind friends, amorg 
therm being Mr. Louis Goldberg, who had sent mroe than half of the hundred books 
he had promised fora library, and had also devoted great energy in promoting the 
introduction of drawing, on the importance aud usefulness of which, especially to 
Jews who were formerly restricted to a few trades, it was needless to enlarge, It 
was eatirfactory to find that nearly 200 of the pupils had expressed a desire to be 
taught drawing. _ There were in the school two pupils, Moss Kauffman and Fanny 
Bernard, who during the eight years they had been in the institution had not missed 
a single attendance. This was a most extraordinary fact. Moreover, nineteen boys 
and eighteen girls had that day received prizes for not having been absent once 
during the year. Mr. Davidson having made an appeal for contributions to the 
Cocoa and Boot Funds, and having expressed his recoguition of the marvellously 
energetic way in which the whole teaching staff performed their duties, concluded 
by moving a vote of thanks to Mrs, Lucas, , a 
motion having been carried by acclamation, 
The Rev. 8. SINGER proposed a vote of thanks to the teaching staff (especially 
naming Mr. Woolf, the Head Master, Miss Hertzon, Head Mistress, Miss Israel, Misa 
Myers, and Mrs. Conradi). In the cours2 of his remarks, Mr. Singer said that the 
Jews, though one of the smallest sects in England, possessed the largest elementar 
school in England, and other institutions which might be called offshoots of that 
_ great institution, and which were among the best in the country. This gratifying

lency of thie school, and now I will say just another word about the way in which 
the work is done here. ‘This school, as I believe, fills a want in elucation, We 
have got, as you know, elementary education in the country for which we are 
heavily taxed. Elemeotary education is doing a great work, and is doing its work 
co admirably that Mr. Mundella was able to say--speaking of Sunday ani Elemen- 
tary Schools—that in 1857 there were in Sunday Schools 2 500,000 scholars, as com- 
pared with 5,000 000 now; that in elementary schools there were 1,700,000 scholars 
in England and Wales, as compared with 4,3..0,000 on the 4h May last, all of whom 
were being taught habits of temperance, morality and thrift, ard having their 
receptive minds prepared to receive the principles of religion. This progress was 
striking, but what was wanted was increased good middle-class education io the 
country to carry young persons forward into the spheres for which they were fitted. 
But some persons wanted these schools paid for out of tho rates, Now that never 
was the inten‘ion of Parliameat, It never waa the intention of Parliament that 
anything beyond elementary education should be paid for out of the taxes, Some 
persons, again, seemed to think that elementary education was already screwel up tos 
high by teaching chldren too many and too high subjects ; but. will not zo into that 
matter, which is somewhat controversial. 1 shall confine myself to the question of 
taxation. Payment out of the rates means not taxing the rich only—you may tax 
my friend Serjeant Simon, or Mr. Mocatta, or even mys-lf, as much as you like, but 
payment out of the rates means taxing the very poor, Thatis not right. It is not 
right that the poor should be taxed in order to maintain schoo!'s for classes of the 
population who are in receipt of salaries, and earn money by trade «uite sufficient 
to pay for the education of their own children. Here we have a school (and there 
are plenty of such echools in England and Scotland) which exactly mects this want; 
and that is what I mean when I say that you are not only doing excellent work, but 
that you are doing it in an excellent way by providing middle-class educa'ion such 
as has been provided by the pious founders of this institution. And you will allow 
me to mention the name of the lady on my left, Miss Goldsmid—(cheers )—who, by 
her liberality and sense of what is right to her fellow-creatures, has est ablished this 
school, and not burdened the taxpayers with the education of those who attend It. 
There is another prominent feature in the constitution of this schoo’, and that 1 
its purely undenominational character. It is called the ‘ Jewich High School for 
Girle,” but it is open for childrenof all denominations, ‘Taat' is what we want. 
We want to see all religious differences done away with. We want to s2¢ children 
of different faiths and creeds assembled under one master and sitting at the same 
benches, and to see persons actuated by the same desire—namely, the desir of 
benefitting the young.

An Sanday last at the Jews’ Hospital and Orphan Asylum, 
we Dr, BEHREND, President of the Asylum, occupied the Chair, Messrs. Alfred 
wow ron, Stephen Ss, Hyam, Albert Montagu, and Lyon J. Salomons were appointed 
ss the proceedings at the election, the Chairman, on behalf of the Com- 
+tee presented to the institution a portrait, excellently painted by Mr. B. 8. 
rs ke, of the late Mr.Samuel Moses, and bearing the following inscription : ‘Samuel 
sare: Treasurer for nearly fifty years of the Jews’ Orphan Asylum, and the Jews’ 
Hospital and Orphan Asylum, presented to the institution by his colleagues, July, 
te BEHREND, in making the presentation, made a few appropriate observations 
the intense interest which their lamented Treasurer displayed in the Asylum, 
aa on the severe loss which his death had occasioned. Dr. Behrend added that the 
Committee had previously placed on record the sense of their deep regret at the 
jeath of Mr. Moses, and of the benefits he had conferred on the institution; but 


being of opinion that a more lasting and public memorial should be placed in the | 


Asylum, they had subscribed for the portrait then in the room, : 

Mr, B. L. CounEN, who, as a colleague for several years of the late Mr. Moses in 
the management of the Orphan Asylum, was called upon by the Chairman, likewise 
tore testimony to the fact that their late friend was devoted heart and soul to the 
‘nterests of the orphans. Mr, Cohen expressed pleasure at the manner in which the 
memory of that devotion had been perpetuated, 

On the motion of Mr, MArcus N, ADLERa vote of thanks for their gift was 

esed to the Committee, on whose behalf Mr, MAuricre HAnt, Honorary Secretary 
of the Portrait Committee, returned thanks. 


Subsequently several huncreds of relatives and friends of the children and sup- 
porters of the Asylum assembled in the large dining hall, where the prizes were dis- 
tributed by Mr. Philip Magnus, B.A., B.Sc. Among those present were Dr, BEHREND, 
who presided ; Revs. John Chapman, L. Canter, and E, Spero, Dr. A. Cohen, Dr. and 
Mrs, Maurice Davis, Mr. and Mrs, M. N. Adler. Mr. and Mrs. Manuel Castello, 
Mrs, Philip Magnus, Mrs, S. Singer, Messrs. L. L. Alexander, M. Benjamin, B. 
L, Cohen, Edward Davis (Chairman of the House Committee), Barrow Emanuel, E. 
J, Emanuel, B. A. Franklin, F. B. Halford, Maurice Hart, D. Q. Henriques (Hono- 
rary Secretary), Henry Isaacs, 5S. Lazarus, L. C. Lumley, 5. S. Marks, Daniel Marks

Dr. BeH&k END, who was received with cheers, said that before calling upon Mr, 
Magnus todistribute the prizes, he would detain the gathering for afew moments, 
in order to place before the visitors a statement of the educational position of the 
school, and report of theexaminers. The friends of the institution should bear in 
mind that the institution was not under Government inspection, but the Committee 
had always been anxious th»t the children should annually be examined by gentle- 
men totally unconnected with the charity, and who had attained high pcsitions 
both in and out of the community. In saying a few words on the position of the 
Asylum, he need not detain his hearers long, for an opportunity of speaking fully 
occurred but recently at the dinner presided over by the Lord Mayor, ‘The previous 
dinner, at which Mr. Benjamin Louis Cohen had presided, had been the most success- 
ful Jewish f+ stival of its kind in this country ; but in pecuniary results it had been 
exceeded by the last dinner. It was gratifying to find that the large amount then 
collected represeuted considerable sums contributed by the middle ciasses. This was 
what the charity required, fer it should not be dependent to a great extent on the 
wealthy sectiin of the community. As resarded the number of inmates he would 
repeat the old storyand say that the building was full. It now contained 23% 
children (143 boys and 96 girls) of whom 208 were orphans and deserted children, 
In addition to these, eighteen chiluren were to be elected that day. Besides those in 
the institution, there were about 100 apprentices who were satisfactorily pursuing 
vartous employments. But the Committee were not satisfied with these employ- 
menta, and wished to find still better trades for children leaving the Asylum. With 
this object they were willing to give even larger premiums than they had done 
hitherto, Every girl in the institution, as soon as she attained the age of twelve, 
was drafted off to help in some description of housework, either in the kitchen, the 
laundry, or helping the housemaids, and nearly all the needlework of the institution 
was done by the girls. If they did not in large numbers enter into domestic ser- 
vice when they quitted the institution, it was either because their relatives objected 
or because Jewish families declined to take girlsof that age and of their own reli- 
gion into their employ. At the present moment upwards of thirty out of one 
hundred girls were being trained ia the Asylum to various descriptions of domestic

them, giving them an easy passage they had never seen before, and I was exteed-— 
ingly gratified with the manner in which they translated the passage, as well as 
with the grammatical explanations of the words translated, I must own that I 
attach great importance to the maintenance of Hebrew in our schools, The Jews of 
the present day owe more than they suppose to the fact that their ancestors for 


many years past kept up the study of the Hebrew language. In bygonedays, when 
epaptor schools were not yet known, every Jewish child, the outcast of society, 
sev 


en at that time able to read and understand the Scriptures, and thus obtained 
a knowledge of a language othex than the one in which he conversed. This fact 
enables us to utter proudly the statement, that there never was a time when the 
J ews were entirely deprived of the advantages of elementary instruction, We must 
ascribe to this fact far more than to racial distinctions that superioriority and quick- 
ness, if any, which we possess. It is not the case that a knowledge of Hebrew is 
not so necessary as in former times,for no Jew can bea man of culture unless he 


knows the language of his forefathers. That language is so intimately associated - 


with our religion, that those who knowit carry out the religious “observances far 
better than those unacquainted with it. I was glad to find from the Rev. Mr. 
Singer’s report that the religious teaching is so efficient here, You must remember 
that this is not only a school, but a home, and a home without religion is like a ship 
without acompass, I was alsogratified at finding that the children read with intel- 
ligence, showing that they enjoyed what they read, and I was glad to learn shat a 
member of your Committee (Mr. 8, Lazarus) had given 200 books to the libtary. 
Some one has truly said that books are the friends of the friendless, and the library 
the home of the homeless. A taste for reading cannot, indeed, be encouraged to too 
great an extent. The reports which we have just heard read must be satisfactory to 
the managers and to the friends of the institution. Need I say to whom these en- 
couraging results are mainly due? Not to the managers alone, but in the first place 


to the able Head Master, the Head Mistress (Miss Mitchell), and to the teaching : 


staff, It is to them that the thanks of the managers, the thanks of the pupils, the 
thanks of the parents,and of all concernedin the progressof this great institution are 
due, As to drawing, I need hardly say that I attach great importance to this sub- 
ject, and I'can only hope that next year more children will obtain prizes for drawing. 
{t is impossible to keep a record of the children after they have left the institution ; 
but we know that many boys have been successful in life and have become ornaments 
to the station’in which they live. Some of them occupy high positions in commerce, 
finance, and in science ; but it is not the object of the institution to turn out boys 
of this character We are glad when they rise and come to the front, at the same 
time we desire that our pupils should earn their living by means of handicrafts, 
The time will come when Jews will have to compete with their fellow-citizens not 
alone with their heads, but also with their hands. I would suggest, therefore, that 
some philanthropist, 4nd we have many such among us, should erect a workshop 
contiguous to this building, Ido not say that we should teach the children separate 
trades, but that we should instil in them a love for manual labour, and that they 
should be made to understand, practically, not theoretically, the honour which 
attaches to a man earning his bread by the sweat of his brow. IJ regret to hear that 
only one girl has entered domestic service. Surely Jewish girls should not be 
ashamed of this kind ef work. We have always prided ourselves on the domesticity 
of our Jewish girls, and should continue to do so, On this subject I cannot do better 
than to quote from an article which appeared in the last number of what we gene- 
rally call our communal organ —an organ-with which we have reason to be satisfied — 
the Jewish Chronicle, This is what we read there regarding the domestic training 
of girls: “Jt should be the aim of all our schools to dispel these ideas, The 
advantages of domestic service should be clearly pointed out to the pupils, and 
special instruction regularly given to fit them for it. The task could be carried out 
under the most favourable conditions in such an institution as the Jews’ Hospital 
and Orphan Asylum.” 1 do not know of any work that is degrading or menial, 
and it is only by work that boys and girls will succeed in after life. In conclusion, 
I will repeat what others have said before, that the real prizes for which children 
should strive are not-books, but habits of discipline and of work; that the real prizes 
and honours to be gained are the knowledge of having satisfactorily fulfilled the 
duties imposed upon us. (Loud cheers). 

Mr Bb. L. COHEN, in proposing a vote of thanks to Mr. Magnus for what he 
described as one of the most valuable addresses ever delivered on such an occasion, 
said that although Mr. Magnus had reecived thanks from the first subject of the 
realm (the Prince of Wales), and from the third subject (the Lord Chancellor), yet 
of all the thanks he had received asa _ pioneer of technical education, none were 
more grateful than those offered to him on the part of that institution. With regard 
to Mr. Magnus’s remarks on the domestic employment of girls, he was of opinion 
that those observations were addressed not so much to the Committee as to the 
general community, who should give their active support and patronage to the girls 
when they left the institution. ; 

Mr. Jon I, SoLomMoN seconded the vote of thanks to Mr. Magnus, which was 
carried by acclamation. 

Mr. MAGNuvs, in returning thanks, explained, as suggested by Mr, Cohen, that 
his references to the training of girls were chiefly intended for the community at 
large. He also added that £300 would suffice to erect a workshop such as he had 
hinted at for the teaching of manual labour.

THE ANGLO-JEWISH ASSOCIATION, 

Tar Annual Meeting of the Anglo-Jewish Asseciation, whicl 
Sunday, was more than usually interesting. In addition to the 
Baron Henry vt Worms, which was, of course, thoughtful and 


the presence of the Vice-President of the Alliance Isradlite, 
Director of the Smyrna School and the English Teacher at the 
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school, helped to make the occasion a notable one, The fact that 
the meeting was also attended by representatives of the Board of 

yties indicates the closeness of the bonds now uniting two organi- 
ations which once were estranged by a feeling of rivalry. That the 
antagonism has been merged in an earnest desire on both sides to co- 
operate for the promotion of common aims is a sign of the breadth of views 
snd the excellent temper which characterise our public men. Nor can there 
be any quest:on that the formation of a Joint Committee of representatives 
of the two bodies is calculated more effectually to achieve the objects which 
both have in view. Representations made on behalf of oppressed Jewish 
sommunities must surely have far more weight when they proceed from the 
Jews of England than when they are made by an organisation whose repre- 
sentative character is a matter of dispute. That the Board of Deputies and 
the Anglo-Jewish Association are entitled to speak together in the name of 
the Jews of England is beyond question ; and their joint action is thus 
possessed of an effectiveness which could never be attained by the separate 
efforts of either of them. 


The presence at the mecting last Sunday of M. Parteyte and Mr. Morris 


Conen gave point to those passages in the address of Baron Henry pre 
Worms in which he emphasised the importance of the educational branch 
of the Association’s labours. The beneficent work which is proceeding 
- silently and unobtrusively in distant lands was for once, so to speak, made 
flesh, and stood revealed before the eyes of an English meeting. It is just 
because the work is being done so quietly and at so great a distance that the 
importance of the Association 1s apt to seem far smaller than itis. The life 
of the Association is not one of merely spasmodic activity. From time to 
time a crisis occurs In the condition of some foreign Jewish population, and 
energetic measures have to be taken to deal with it.. But the Association 
does not sleep in the intervals between the shocks, which appear to galvanize 
it into life, It may make but little noise in the community, but its work 


goes on steadily notwithstanding. Its business is by no means confined to 


redressing Jewish wrongs. The constant and, to our mind, the most fruitful, 
element in its operations is the endeavour to prevent them. Even when there 


is a lull in the storm of Russian persecution, and when the grievances of the 


Roumanian Jew have for a time receded into the background, the educational 
task which aims at preventing such persecution, and making such grievances 
impossible, is carried on unchecked, Its scene is necessarily laid in far-off 
lands, and it is, therefore, in danger of being overlooked. But that its 
importance is great, and that it was a happy inspiration which prompted the 
undertaking of it, no one can doubt. If knowledge, intellectual exercises, 
and refining influences are necessary for Jewish school-children in England, 
where civilisation is, so to say, a constituent of the very air they breathe, 
how essential is it for our coreligionists in the Hast, where ignorance, super- 
stition, and immorality form their constant surroundings, No one can read 
Mr. Morris Couey’s account of the condition of the Baedad Jews, which 
we published last week, without perceiving that, in so far as that condition 
is capable of remedy, it can be remedied by education alone. Tbe sole hope 
for the down-trodden Jews of the East lies in elevating them above the 
populations among which they live. They must be instructed in the ordinary 
knowledge of the school ; but they must also be trained to industrial oceu- 
pations, and subjected to those intellectual influences which banish superstition 
and strengthien the moral tone. It is only by such means that their sad lot can 
be ameliorated, The pauperism and debasement which now characterise them 
will disappear, and with them will vanish some of the chief causes of the

The casting of the educational stone into the broad waters of Jewish life in 
distant lands disturbs at first but a small section of the stream ; but the circle 
§rows continuously wider until the eye at last is powerless to measure its 
extent, The organisation which did nothing more than grapple with those 
causes of Jewish persecution which reside in the victims themselves, would be 
eminently entitled to the sympathy and support of the community. When 
the Anglo-Jewish Association seems to be inactive, because anti-Jewish out- 
rages have temporarily ceased, if would be well if those who are then inclined 
to question its usefulness would think of its educational labours. Its poli- 


tical objects give it a further title to the approval of the public. Happily, 


those objects do not involve constant efforts. The bitter ery that goes forth 


from the souls of persecuted Jews is hushed at times ; but the Association 


exists, and rightly exists, during such periods of calm. It is an excellent 
thing to have an organisation ready to take up the cause of our oppressed 
coreligionists whenever occasion requires it. The time of trouble must not 
come and find us unprepared. The creation of special machinery to remedy 
Jewish grievances abroad whenever they have reached their culminating 
point, would involve serious loss of time and efficiency. Nor must it be for 
gotten that a permanent organisation will necessarily exercise greater influ- 
ence than an ephemeral one. Its complaints will stand a better chance of 
receiving attention, Its existence will be free from the suspicion of being 
the result of a momentary impulse. The statements it makes will be 
received as the expressions of calm and experienced minds who intervene, 
not as mere enthusiasts, but as men who have studied the subject, and are 
convinced of the righteousness of their cause. | 

That the Association must always be on the alert is evident from the 
most recent instance of Jewish wrongs. The condition of the Roumanian 
Jews needed watching forsome time, but at the present moment it urgently 
requires those active measures which have been adopted by the Association 
In conjunction with the Board of Deputies, The case is one in which thou- 
sands of our brethren are subjected to cruel hardships without any overt act 
of persecution being perpetrated. A large section of the Roumanian Jewish 
population are on the brink of ruin owing toa craftily framed law which pro- 
hibits hawking. The measure is really, though not ostensibly, directed 
against the Jews ; for nearly all the hawkers in Roumania are Jews. Itis 
against such subtle, but severe, oppression that we have to do battle on be- 
half of our coreligionists. The pohey of the Roumanian Government appears 
to be to crush the Jews by harrassing restrictions instead of by the old expe- 
dient of brutal outrage, This is a policy which must, at any rate, be exposed 
in its true character to the world, even if our remonstrances are devoid of 
immediate effect upon the statesmen of Roumania. The Anglo-Jewish 
Association supplies just the needful motive power for achieving such a re- 
sult. Its strength lies less in its ability directly to move governments than 
‘in its power to inform public opinion, In our contests with nations which 
sanction wrong-doing to one section of inoffensive citizens we have right on 


our side. Let only this be made clear to the world, as it must be by the 


action of proper organisation, and it is with us that the victory must sooner 
or later rest. | 


THE LATE GENERAL TODLEBEN, 


The death, at a German watering-place, of General Todleben, the celebrated 
military engineer of Scbastopol and Plevna fame, has caused a widespread feel- 
ing of regret among the Jews in Russia. During the time of the terrible perse- 
cutions in that country General Todleben successively filled the post of Governor- 
General in three Governments largely populated by Jews, and it was owing to

ANNUAL MEETING, 


The Annual Meeting of the Anglo-Jewish Association was held on Sunday 
last at Silver's Rooms, 117, Gower Street, the PResiDENT (Baron Henry de Worms, 
M.P.) in the Chair.

The PRESIDENT, in moving the adoption of the report, said : This is the thir- 
teenth report which has been presented to the members of the Association, and I 
think I myself have had the pleasure of speaking to ten, (Applause). Well, gen- 
tlemen, you can hardly count the existence of an asseciation like ours in the ordinary 
way that you reckon the years of existence of an individual, Thirteen years out of 
a person's life represents a very large portion of his existence ; thirteen years of the 
existence of an institution merely brings it to its infancy, particularly when we 
take into consideration the enormous. magnitude of the work which is undertaken 
by the Anglo-Jewish Association. Every successive year of its existence developes 
not only its utility, but shows how vast and important and ever-increasing the 
sphere of that utility becomes, When those who promoted this institution at the 
commencement first conceived the idea of establishing it, although they recognised 
the justice of the undertaking which they promoted, still they could have had but 
little idea of the enormous sphere of utility which would be embraced by the Asso- 
ciation in later years. When under the auspices of Sir Francis Goldsmid and Dr, 
senisch it wasthought thatan association could be formed mainly at that time to 
consider the position of affairs in Roumania, few were of opinion that the Anglo- 
Jewish Association would extend in the way it has done in conjunction with the 
Alliance Israélite, having branches all over the world, and never a moment of its 
time which could not be reasonably devoted to the interests of the suffering Jews 
throughout the world. It isa subject of great congratulation to me that so far our 
work has been successful. IJ have said our work was in its infaney. [do not mean 
to ray by that observation that we have not matured our plans, We have matured 
them ; put of course we have to meet with great, if not insurmountable, difficulties, 
We have, as you know, two distiact branches of utility before us, the one certainly 
as important as the other. The first one I may term the political branch of our 
usefulness, in which we devote our energies and our atten'ion to redressing as far 

as we can those deeds of persecution or oppression which, unfortunately, are still 
rife in States that might otherwise be termed civilised. But we have another 
branch which is a very important one, and that is our educational work. (Hear, 
hear). In the first branch we have to do our utmost to prevent oppression ; in the 
second we have toremoveas faras wecan any possible excuse~—I cannot say any 
real excuse, but any possible, o-tensible excuse which may be given by oppressors for 
the persecutior. which they exercise. Let me allude in the first place to the political 
aspect of our Association. I think, taking the year generally, that we have some 
reason to congratulate ourselves inasmuch as the wild outbursts of anti-Semitism 


have not been so extensive or so numerous, perhaps, as they were last year. Whether — 


we can justly attribute that to any action of our own or to the progress of civilisa- 
tion and the.return of a better feeling of humanity among States, is an open ques- 
tion ; but as a matter of fact I think statistics will show that this year will compare 
favourably with any previous record of outrages. Against that consolation Imay add 
although, perhaps, the outrages have not been so often repeated or so violent in their 
nature, yet there is still a form of persecution and oppression going on which 
unfortunately has not been checked, and to which we must devote our utmost ener- 
gies. And in the first place I may eall your attention to what is passing in Russia, 
We know that in Russia we have three millions of Jews whose condition is not in 
any way on an equality with that of their Christian fellow subjects. I think that 
Prince Demidoff, in that pamphlet which has been widely circulated, expressed very 
clearly in a few words the exact condition of the Jews in Russia. He says: “ With 
regard to all Russian subjects, with the exception of the Jews, the fundamental 
principle is that everything not prohibited by the law ‘s allowed ; whereas for the 
Jews the maxim is that everything which is not positively allowed by law is, to be 
considered to be prohibited.” In those few words are contained the basis, the prin- 
ciple, of the system of persecution which I think may be considered almost without 
parallel. Those few words convey the meaning that the Jews are virtually placed 
withouc the pale of the law. (Hear, hear), Now we know that one of the ancient 
inflictions in our own country and in other countries was that terrible curse which 
was in the power of the Church when it exercised a temporal, as well as a so-called 
spiritual power, namely, the ban of excommunication. Well, the law now prevail- 
ing in Russia is virtually a ban of excommunication against the Jews. We know 
how in past years we, in conjunction with other great representative bodies of the 


Jews, who lam proud tosee represented here to-day—lI especially refer to the Board of | 


-Deputies—acting in a common cause and witha common interest, have done all in our 
power for the purpose of comforting, asfar as wecould, the oppressed. We know that up 
to the present time our efforts have not been attended with that full success tha’ we 
could wish ; but that is precisely the reason why we should not relax our efforts, It 
may appear absurd that a small body of Jews should attempt to influence so vast 
and so mighty an Empire as that of Russia. It is true that the magnitude of the 
cause in which we are engaged may appear, and is probably, disproportionate to the 
number of men who are engaged in it, but then we must not forget that we have 
one great and mighty factor which counts more than numbers and influence, and 
_ that is the principle of justice—(hear, hear)—a principle which, when thrown into 
the seale, very often outweighs the power of monarchs and the mightiness of the 
sword, a principle which, when enunciated trumpet-tongued throughout the world, 
elic.ts that true response of sympathy and right feeling which, carried forth on the 
wings of public opinion, can do more even against a power like Russia than the pro- 
tests of diplomatists or the observations of potentates themselves. (Hear, hear), 
Well, then, it is with that conviction that I urge this Association not in the slightest 
degree to be discouraged in their efforts, I think Iam _ justified in saying that the 
condition of the Russian Jews this year contrasts, perhaps infinitesimally, but still 
in some degree better with the condition of the Russian Jews last year. We know 
that one great Minister, whose anti-Semitic proclivities are too well known and have 
been too often exercised, has ceased to have a voice in the councils of Russia. viz. 
Ignatieff ; and I do think owing to the action of this Association, and the means we 
are taking to bring the condition of affairs before the world, that that influence 
small as it appeared in the first instance, has brought ahont this great and important 
result, An Empire like Russia, which in itself is honey-combed with dangers. and 
which cannot resist the dangers from within, is certainly more susceptible of 
pressure from without, A country which is now engaged in a great struggle for 
liberty, not in the sence of oveithrowing institutions, but in a general distribution 
of the principles of liberty, which should be accorded to every individual indepen- 
tly of sex, nationality, or creed—I say that country above all others is especially 
amenable to the influence of public opinion, even though it may be brought to bear 
by an Association which may not number more than a few thousands, Well, that 
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is the position with regard to Russia. Now I turn to another State 00 — 
small and new in dynastic institutions ; a State that owes its liberty poeatively 
pendence to a principle which it immediately violated, as soon as it had Becry inde.

Of course ] 
have not up to the present time received any absolute definite answer: but at 
all events the facts are now placed before Her Majesty's Government, and we haye 
received the public assurance that those facts will be investigated, (Hear. hear.) 
You may’rest assured that when I consider the due time has elapsed for the considerge ’ 
tion of those facts and for their investigation, I shall renew my enquiry (Applause), 
If the answer be unsatisfactory, it nivy be in this lite period of the session impossi- 
ble to call public at'ention to it, but if there be a moment to spare this session and] 
have the opportunity you may rely upon my making a protest in the Mouse of 
Commons with regard to Roumantia. This condition of affairs in Roumania is one 
which demands consideration from every individual member of the Ass ciation and 
all kindred associations. I must say I have heird with reevret that it was deemed 
inexpedient by many who take as great an interest as we do in matters relating to 
their coreligionists, to move in thismatter. Now f maintain thit the function of 
this Association, its only raison d'éfre, is by its organisation to call public attention 
to Jewish matters. If that is not our function, then the sooner we cease to exist the 
better. (Hear, hear.) What means have we except our organisation for doing this! 
Who helps us if we do not help ourselves?) Who respects us if we do not respect 
ourselves.) Who fears ns unless we prove that we can be feared by reason of our 
union which represents our strength? Inthe Dark Ages the Jews had no means of 
banding together. We might carry the Dark, Ages down to a p-riol within the 
recollection of many of us. There are many of us here who recollect how in friendly 
foreign States the Jews only existed in the towns by toleration; how they were 
uvable to hold meetings ; how they were unable to co-operate, Those days have 
passed away. If our meetings existed for the purpose of sowing the seeds of dis- 
order, if the Jews were a people who agitate not for putting down oppression and 
persecution, but simply for the sake of bringing themselves promincntly before the 
public, I should be the first to say that such an agitation was ill-advised and impro- 
per, The Anglo-Jewish Association, with the Alliance Isra¢lite, exists, however, for 
the purpose of showing that the Jews have a community of purpose, and that pur- 
pose is to bring before the world deeds of persecution under which they suffer, to 
redress the sufferings of those who cannot redress themselves, to educate those who 
require education and place them on a footing of equality with others, I must say 
that those who think we ought to withhold our hands and allow matters to take their 
course for fear of offending powers like Roumania and inducing ‘any further 
increase of persecution, make a mistake as to the principle on which we are acting, 
One of the objects for which this Association was founded was to make representa- 
tions through Parliament tothe Powers. We say in reference to Roumania : “You 
signatory Powers of the Treaty of Berlin have given this country the boon of 


independence and separate existence. When you gave that you made a condition that 


every principle of civilization should be recognised and not violated, and the first 


principle of civilization is that a man’s creed shall be inviolate, and that he shall not 
be persecuted by reason of that creed.” Then we say that the Signatory I sige 
ought to say to Roumania: “ You have failed to carry out that condition. M e, t ; 
Signatory Powers have given you this right, what have you given Us In return 
Broken pledges. We have, therefore, a right to demand of you to fulfil those pledges 
or you may expect from us a protest for the non-fulfilment of the came, and ae 
than that you have to bear the obloquy which attaches to a nation that — l 
promises.’ Surely that is the principle on which we ought to go ; and so far ce 
having done harm in the matter, I venture to thiuk that the Anglo-Jewish A a 
tion and the Board of Deputies have done much more good in pointing out bes he 
world this infringement of a holy and solemn contract.

That is 
yh 5 why in many States the development of the Jews is considered a danger. 
Hear, hear.) Roumania persecutes the Jews, not because she considers them an 
inferior race, but because she is afraid of their superiority, because in recent years 
Roumania has seen that wherever a chance was given to the Jewish race to develope 
the gifts which God gave them, and which years of persecution have sharpened, 
they eame to the front. When they do, nations like Roumania, a semi-barbarous 
nation raised to an independent existence by th grace of the civilised Powers of the 
word so far from wishing to develope the gifts of the Jewish race, wishes to crush 
them forgetting that they might add to the development of the State. But there 
: the feeling of intolerance is brought to bear, there again the feeling tha* the 
eatness of the State will be promoted by the influenca of the Jews whom they 
despised, has led them to persecute the Jews, to oppress them, and prevent them 
from doing good, So in Russia, the fear that a little of that intelligence should be 
epread has led to that persecution which we all deplore, That is a reason why I 
consider our educational work is at lcast as important as the other functions which 
we exercise for the purpose of protecting the oppressed by the power we can use 
asa civilised and an educated community. We exercise that power to r-lieve those 
who are oppressed, we exercise the other power, that of educating the Jewish 
race, for the purpose of taking away the last shadow of excuse from those who 
dare to. oppress us by reason of our misfortune, (Applause.) That is the position 
which the Anglo-Jewish Association has taken up, and is taking up, and if we were 
hemmed in in that sphere, and prevented taking that line of action, thea I should 
he the first to say that we had no raison détreat all, But we have it and we intend 
to exercise our influence with the co-operation of the Alliance Israélite and the help 
of the Board of Deputies—who are most ready and willing to co-operate with us 
inevery possible way. I do not fear in the least the results. We shall continue 
our efforts for the benefit of the oppressed, we shall continue our system of educa- 
tion in order to raise those who are in a condition of moral torpitude, not through 


their own fault, but through the absence of education ; and if we continue, as I say, » 


to carry out thesetwo great leading principles, then we can claim for the Anglo- 
Jewish Association and the Alliance Israelite the right of being considered one of 
the greatest and most important institutions of modern times, It is an institution 
not alone great because 1t helps. our own community,but it isan institution which 
may rank with any In the world in its philanthropic aims, an institution 
so good in itself, that it must enlist the sympathy of others: so powerful by its 
union, that it can compel nations, who forget the principle of humanity, once 
avain to remember them, So broad are its princip]: s, and so tolerant its views. 
that by the extension of education to everyone of those who are too poor to pro- 
vide for themselves, it takes care to climina’e every idea of prejudice, and only to 
develope those principles which will tend to make the Jewish people useful mem- 
bers of the State. (Applause.) 

Mr, F, D, Mocartra considered the report, the adontion of which had been 
moved, a most interesting document, ccntaininy as it did essays on education and 
the condition of the Jews in the Kast by Mr. Morris‘ Cohen and Mr, Edward Emanuel, 
whose example he hoped would be followed by gentlemen spending some of their 
leisure in Eastern countries, The President had told them in his masterly and elo- 
quent address something of the condition of Jews inhabiting countries in Europe 
where they bore a very considerable proportion to the totil of the populatioa, Jews 
living in England, France or Italy had no conception of the oppression» to which 
their brethren were subjected in such countries as Ru-sia and Roumania ; nor could 
they quite understand the position of their brethren where they existed in such large 
numbers as in Russia with its four or five millions ; Prussia with its three-fourths 
ofa million; Austria with its one and a qaarter million; and, Roumania with 
quarter of a million out of five millions, the total population of the state. The 
toleration which they received in Austria rendered the Government of that country 
a model forall other States, (Ilear, hear.) In Prussia there existed, unfortunately,

“ey ub this time I have the pleasure of appearing in company with my friend 
t : reef Veneziani, who is one of the most active members of our Central Com- 
mittee, e have come to tell yon how highly we appreciate the co-operation of the 
Anglo-Jewish Association in all that concerns the welfare of many of our coreli- 
gionists. In Franceand in this Empire the vestiges of anti-Jewish animosity have 
disappeared, But unhappily the same cannot be said of other parts of the world, 
We cannot yet lay down our arms and remain qniescent. These arms are not 
of an aggressive kind. They consist of friendly representations to our governments, 
and above all, of educational work by which the Jews in remote parts of the globe 
rise in the social scale and escape every missile of persecution, Last year a large 
school was opened at Tez, the capital of Morocco. Girls’ schools have been estab- 
lished at Sofia, Damascus, Tatar Bazardjik. Technical schools have been opened in 
various parts of the East. Next year we hope to inaugurate the organisation of 
the technical training of girls. We have also in view the consolidation of our great 
school at Jerusalem which is placed under the excellent management of M. Ne-sim 
Behar, Many Eastern communities claim similar support, but our financial situation 
compels us to refrain from undertaking too many responsibilities, We already have 
a staff of more than one hundred teachers male and female, without reckoning the 
pupil teachers whom we are training in Paris, The Alliance Israélite is. heavily 
weighted with responsibilities. These it can only discharge in joining its appeals 
to those of the Anglo-Jewish Association. The Israelites of independent means in 
every country should come forward to help us substantially. The expenses are 
growing every year. It isquite within the range of possibility that the liberal con- 
tribu ions of numerous old and new members should and could keep pace with the 
growth of expenditure. (Applause), 

M. VENEZIANI, who addressed the meeting, partly in French and partly in 
Italian, seconded the motion. In the course of his remarks, M. Veneziani said that 
he was gratified at finding a union of sentiment among all classes of Jews ; some 
were orthodox, some were liberal, and others were neither the one nor the other, but 
all were united in a feeling of sympathy for coreligionists who suffered on account 
of their religion, Jn some countries, such as Roumania, the Jews were still perse- 
cuted, and it was the duty of those who had been freed to act in concert with each 
other, rich as well as poor, in order to help in emancipating their oppressed brethren, 
The wealthy, some of whom he regretted to say were ashamed of their Jewish name 
and birth, should, when called upon, use a portion of their riches in endeavouring 
to raise the social and intellectual position of their less fortunate coreligionists. 
Much had been said that day about the treatment of the Roumaman Jews. He, 
together with M. Kann, had been present at Berlin duriog the Congress, in order to 
lay the case of the Jews in the Eastern Principalities before some of the Plenipo- 
tentiarits, The Congress had made the emancipation of the Jews a condition for 
granting the independence of Roumania, but that country, having thus freed itself 
from the interference of the European Powers, had deemed it convenient to forget 
the condition imposed upon it by the Congress. Referring to the advantages of 
education, he observed that the good done in this direction by the Alliance, with the 
co-operation of the Anglo-Jewish Association, was so great that whenever he visited 
Turkey, where he had lived many years, he was scarcely able to recognise his breth- 
ren in Constantinople and other parts of the Ottoman Empire, so remarkable was 
the change which education had made in their position, In conclusion, M. Vene- 
ziani urged the Association to take up the work of apprenticing, a work in which 
the Alliance, through the generosity of Baron de Hirsch, was largely engaged. The 
system of apprenticing Jewish children had been already blessed with the best 
results. Many young people, who would be a burden to charitable donors, or would 
follow the lowest of menial pursuits, were now skilled and successful mechanics, 
Such was the effect of the civilising proceedings of the great Jewish societies, and 
they would not desist from their blissful mission until the Jews in the East should 
no longer be exposed to the insults of their assailants, and until they should be 
beneficent to their fellow-countrymen, | 

The motion was carried unanimously. 

Mr. LEOPOLD ScuLoss, Vice-President, responded. He admitted that the Vice- 
Presidents and the Council of the Association did a good deal of work, but they did 
it cheerfully because they knew that the work was permanent. It was satisfactory, 
however, to them to know that they could thank God for having been instrumental 
in removing the fetters from their coreligionists in various parts of the world, and 
letting in the light of instruction and education into their dark dwellings. He 
emphasised what had fallen from previous speakers as to the inadequacy of the 
pecuniary support which the latter received from the community. ,

Of course, their minds had been 
disturbed during the last few weeks by the accountsof fresh outbreaks, It would, 
no doubt, continue to puzzle them to know what could bedone to arrest this 
great mischief. He was not very hopeful of any very great change taking place 
until either a revolution broke out, in which, as Mr, Mocatta had suggested, the 
Jews would perhaps suffer at first, and gain afterwards, or until they had waited 
and left it to time to improve the general tone and education of the Russians. | It 
was very difficult for any Government to legislate in the face of public opinion. 
They would agree with him that if Russia were to attempt by a stroke eg 
fully to emancipate the Jews and to place them on a footing o! @juality with Rus- 
sians of other denominations very serious outbreaks would follow, and the conse- 
quence might be that more harm might bedone than good.

tion liberally aided the Smyrna Committee in the purchase of the scho>l premises 
the outlay for which was 130,000 francs, The attendance of pupils reached the 
figure of 500, and with an extension of resources a further number would be received. 
Madame Jousselin, the Directress of the Girls’ School, full of judicious zeal, was at 
present engaged in organising both a schoo! for needlework and an infants’ school. 
English was learnt at the boys’ school by 22 pupi's. Owing to the proximity of the 
Suez Canal, the knowledge of the English language would prove of especial utility. 
Baron de Hirsch had munificently encouraged the opening of Trades’ Schools, so that 
50 apprentices were now being taught various handicrafts. A large number of 
learners had within the last six years been trained, aud now earned a respectable 
living. In consequence of sectarian prejudices, the Christian trade mssters originally 
objected to take Jewish apprentices, They, now know better. The Jewish apprentice 
being intelligent, handy and docile was eagerly sought by the masters. Pauperism, 
the rcourge of the untaught, was giving way. This was now gratefully recognised 
by the community who willingly submitted to self-taxation in aid of the 
school. The good results which had been achieved were many. One deserved to be 
mentioned. Formerly the Jews were derided, now they were respected, a change 
which was eminently due to the influence exercised by the Al‘iance School, which 
stood in high consideration, and was patronized by the Governor-General. 
In conclusion M, Pariente expressed the wish that every English-speaking Jew
